Cuyler, chairman of the American 
Association of Railway Executives, 
issued a call for n conference of 14S 
railroad 
presidents in New York 


next Tuesday. 


The answer of (hp railroads to the 


new peace proposal, framed after 
(he president spent the entire day 
yesterday in discussing Ihe rail situ- 
ation with 
leaders of the striking 


shopmen and the executives, will re- 
sult from this meeting. 


An authoritative outline 
of 
the 


settlement plan 
drawn up at the 


White House and approved in gen- 


x ci-al by ihe shopmen's leaders fol- 


lows : 


1.— The shopmen to 
return 
to 


work at once. 


2. The railroad labor board to 


grant, a. rehearing of the cases in- 


' volving wage reductions and other 


working .conditions which brought on 
the strike. 


3.— The railroads to 
agree to 


abide by .the orders of the labor 
board prohibiting 
-railroads 
from 


having repair work done in private 
contract shops. 


A 'compromise is 
understood to 


have been worked out on ttie tron- 


/ blesome seniority question, by which 


the 'strikers will not, lose their sen- 
iority rights, but will be placed just 
below ihe comparatively small num- 
ber of men who declined to go on 
n strike. Strike-breakers now work- 
ing at the shops wjll be placed be- 
low the strikers when they return 
lo work. Rome disputed -points re- 
garding (his plan may be submitted 
lo the railroad labor board.

Indianapolis, Ind., July 
28—Ex- 


tremely good 
fortune 
appears to 


have attended the driver of a Chica- 
go track loaded with varnish which 
broke through the floor ' of a big 
wooden bridge spanning Whitewater 
river at Metnmora on State'road 39, 
a short distance ou't of Rushville. 


Word reached the state 'highway 


commission that the truck 
loaded 


with 7-tons of varnish broke through 
the floor, and the immense weight 
caught and was supported on one of 
the piers which prevented its plung- 
ing into 'the river. 


Highway maintenance 
men 
are 


now placing new stringers on 
ihe 


structure, and laying a new floor. 
This work will be 
completed 
in 


.about ten days, according to John 
D. Williams, director. In the mean- 
time temporary repairs have been 
made and light traffic is permitted 
to cross the bridge without making a, 
detour.

creek to hide in the bottom

and to escape mob vengeance.

Shortly, nft'er midnight, Poole came 
out. 


William Condra, a policeman, was 


standing near the bridge and Poole 
could not distinguish the 
uniform.

and drew.his gun. 


Poole whipped a heavy club which he 
had cut from a tree with his slaugh- 
ter knife and brought it down on the 
officers arm. The bones were frac- 
tured.

trigger. 


The negro fell over dead. Condra 


will get a medal. 
The victim of 


Poole's rampage may die- He has a 
wife and four children.

WOMEN ARE OUT OF 


LUCK IN GUINEA 


Novelist Describes Marriage Con- 
tracts Made hi Terms of Pigs And 


Bracelets by Cannibals 


UNDERSTAND HYPNOTISM 


Believe Natives Are so Saturated 
in Hypnosis That They'Can Make 


Man go to Death > Knowingly 


Plymouth, England, July 28—Mar- 


riage contract^ made in terms of pigs 
and shell bracelets by cannibals of 
New Guinea were described in an 
interview given by Miss Beatrice 
Grfmshaw, the novelist, who has iust 
Teturned to England after 
-fifteen 


years' residence in the South Sea 
islands. A love of solitude and far- 
away places led the writer to pene- 
trate places never .before visited by 
a white woman. • 


Women a're out of luck in New 


Guinea, she said. Modern ideas of 
equality and independence have never 
reached them. There they do all tlifc 
heavy work and their husbands kill 
them fit will, sometimes eating them 
afterwards. 


Marriage is by purchase. "It en- 


tirely depends upon, the look of the 
wife and the rapacity of her parents 
how many pigs and-clam shell brace- 
lets must be paid by the bridegroom," 
Miss Grimshaw explained. "The pig 
is generally considered to be much 
more value than the wife. Payment 
is made on 'the instalment plan* and 
if stopped, the bride's parents take 
her back again, for she is useful as 
a. universal slave. 


"The woman does the proposing. I 


remember & cannibal boy coming to 
me with finger in his mouth, qnd say- 
ing, in the coyest manner, 'Girl, she 
want to marry me.' 


"The marriage age is 12 or 13 for 


the girls and 17 .for the men, but the 
youthful husband finds himself at a 
disadvantage, for the older men can 
generally supply more pigs." 


Miss Grimshaw told of her obser- 


vation in the wild stretches of New 
Guinea: where cannibal tribes live. "I 
know the cookery recipes for prepar- 
ing human food," she continued. "In 
one part of the country is a- stone 
oven six feet long^dug in the side of 
a hill for the purpose of dealing with 
the victims. If the inlmlii-tants of one 
village attach another, the prisoners 
are tortured 'terribly and then eaten. 
They use the traditional three-legged 
caldron and sometimes, break the 
hones and,legs of their victims be- 
forehand and let the body lie in a 
running stream, which method, they 
believe, makes the meat more 
ten- 


der."
